England, where he goes Tuesday to 
perfect plans for stopping the smug- 
gling of English “booze” into the 
United States. It is possible his 
resignation would be made effective 
immediately. 

In reply to point blank. questions re- 
garding his plans for the future, Gen- 
eral Andrews said that he would not 
make\a definite decision until after all 
chance jis gone for passage of his treas- 
ury reorganization bill providing a 
separate bureau of prohibition. ©

enforcement. 

The strain of constant work in com- 
bating the efforts of the rum runners 
and other violators of the prohibition 
law combined with his thus far futile 
effort to plug up the leaks in the 
Volstead act, is said to have taken 
the edge off his liking for the dry dic- 
tatorship. 


Anxious to Complete Work. 


At the same time General Andrews 
does not wish to retire before complet- 
ing the work he set out to accomplish. 
He fears that throwing up the sponge 
at this time might endanger his repu- 
tation. 

Mr. Andrews’ health is said to have 
been affected. 

The general is now preparing a 
letter summoning all his administra- 
tors to Washington on August 11, the 
date he plans to return from Eng- 
land. 

“In case the 
passes,” General Andrews said,

rate. The money so appropriated is, 
no doubt, wisely spent and is such. a 
smal] part of the county's total budget 
that there is no reason for drastic cur- 
tailment.” 

Paving Costs Higher. 


The presentments pointed\ out that 
the cost of paving roads today is much 
higher than formerly but that now 
practically all of the main highways 
in the county are paved with concrete. 
“Much of the extensive paving being 
done in the covihty is in sections which 
are sparsely settled, and where traf- 
fic is confined almost entirely to the 
pleasure tourists. The expensive con- 
crete road of boulevard proportions is 
certainly an extravagant luxury in 
thinly populated sections which are 
just being developed. We strongly 
urge the county commissioners to 
watch ee a their road building 
program and when the present projects 
are completed, the budget should be 
drastically reduced with a view of 
reducing the county tax rate. In our 
opinion the tax rate could easily be 
reduced without any of the _ public 
needs suffering in the slightest degree. 
We urge that a careful check be kept 
upon the present budget with a view 
to keeping expenditures within rea- 
sonable bounds and thereby reducing 
taxes.” 

Proposed Amendment, 

Special attention was called in the 
recommendations of the jurors to a 
proposed amendment to the state con- 
stitution passed by the last legisla- 
ture and to be voted upon by the state- 
at-large at the general election in No- 
vember. 

The proposed amendment follows 

Effective in 1924 and continuing through 

a county-wide school tax for the sup- 
port of eounty schools amounting to 10 cents 
per hundred and imposed on all property 
in Fulton county, including the city of 
Atlanta. 

This law was contested in Laurens coun- 
ty and carried on appeal to the supreme 
court of this state, where it was pronounced 
unconstitutional in a decision of that court 
rendered in the early part of this year. 

Following this decision, our last legisla- 
ture passed the amendment above referred 
to, reading as follows: 

‘‘An act to amend paragraph 2 of section 
6 of article 7 of the constitution of this 
state, as follows: 

‘‘By adding to paragraph 2 
8 of article 7 of the constitution, 
lowing words, to wit: 

‘*‘Furthermore, in any county in this state 
which has wholly or partly within its boun- 
daries a city of not less than 200,000 popu- 
lation, the county authorities thereof are 
hereby nuthorized to levy a tax not exceed- 
ing one mill for educational purposes, on 
all taxable property throughout the entire 
county, including territory embraced in in- 
dependent school systems, the same to be ap- 
propriated to the use of the county board 
of education and to educational work di- 
rected by them.’’ 


Tax Levy Termed Unfair. 


“The city of Atlanta maintains an 
independent public school system by 
taxation upon its citizens, which is in- 
adequate for the proper maintenance 
of the city schools and the city board 
of education is forced to borrow mon- 
ey with which to pay salaries for the 
last few months of the year. 

“The proposed tax levied against 
that portion of the county taxable 
property lying in the city of Atlanta 
amounting to more than $250,000,000, 
will impose an additional tax upon the 
taxpayers of Atlanta of $250,000 for 
the operation of county schools, with- 
out one cent thereof accruing to the 
city schools of Atlanta, or to the tax- 

ayers who pay this tax. This is man- 

ifestly unreasonable and unfair, and 
is not only double taxation for school 
purposes but it is taxation without 
representation or value in return,” 
the jurors reported. 

In appealing to the citizens of the 
county to defeat the proposed amend- 
ment the grand jury report requested 
that steps be taken if necessary to 
enable the county commissioners to 
appropriate county revenues in hand 
to county schools which are now left 
for revenues entirely upon their quota 
of the general state educational fund. 


Seek Cooperation. 


Closer @ooperation between the 
county commissioners and the city in 
providing such sewer extensions as 
may be necessary to protect health 
and property of the citizens of Fulton 
county and cooperation with the Ful- 
ton county board of education to bet- 
ter sanitary conditions at all schools 
was recommended. 

In the interest of the public and 
patients of Battle Hill sanatorium, the 
report set out that the county com- 
missioners should cooperate with the 
city in moving and relocating the in- 
stitution. 

Presiding judges were urged to im- 
pose more severe penalties in cases 
of automobile thefts and that prac- 
tice of imposing suspended sentences 
be minimized in all cases of law vio- 
lation. ,.

Nancy, France, July 2.—Broken by 
overwork and too weak to master 
himself by his own methods of auto- 
suggestion, Dr. Emile Coue, the world- 
famous mental healer, placed himself 
in the hands of a physician a week azo 
and died at his home here today. He 
was 69 years old. 

Coue, who took America by storm 
on two tours during which his serv- 
ices were sought by thousands, died 
still convinced that ordinary _ ills 
could be relieved by his method of 
mastering one’s self through repetition 
of his litany: 

“Day by day in every way, I am 
getting better and better.” 

Ceue had ben ailing ever since his 
return from the United States, where 


he is thought to have over-exerted | 


himself. 

Several davs before his death, the 
“druggist of Nancy” explained that a 
man reaching the age of 70 should ex- 
pect death. 

Traveled Extensively. 

When his method of auto-sugges- 
tion became the pet fad of America 
and England, Coue sold his drug store 
here and traveled extensively. He 
returned to open an institute ‘for the 
propagation of Coueism, but the 
work that had brought him plaudits 
abroad was not appreciated in his 
own country and the institute soon 
closed. 

Coue [retired to Nancy, where he 
continued his studies and conferences. 

Although enriched by his foreign 
tours, the simple little man did not 
change his method of living. He 
opened his villa to all visitors ‘and re- 
ceived many Americans and French 
peasants.

Congress Asked: 


BY THOMAS L. STOKES. 

Washington, July 2.—A demand 
that congress officially declare the 

“Star-Spangled Banner” the national 
anthem was made in the house today 
by Representative Linthicum, Marvy- 
land democrat, as a result of the at- 
tempt in New. York to censor the 
words of America’s patriotic hymn. 

Heretofore the argument has been 
concerned with the musical qualities 
of the national song, Some praise >t 
as good music, others criticize it se- 
verely. The new controversy hinges on 
a question of good taste raised by Mra. 
Charles R. Scarborough. of New York, 

who ruled out the national anthem 
from a recent independence celebration 
on the ground that the words might 
offend some English people who were 
present, 

The audience sang it anyhow. 

Now Representative Linthicum as 
a result of that incident, demands that 
congress formally declare that the 
“Star-Spangled Banner’ is the na- 
tional anthem. Francis Scott Key, au- 
thor of the song. was a native of 
Maryland. His authem has never been 
officially adopted. 

In a speech in the house, Linthicum 
congratulated those members of the 
New York audience who sang the 
song anyhow. 

“It is high time,” he declared. “that jy 
in the history of this great republic, 
perhaps the most patriotic in the 
world, that division of allegiance 
should cease. Those who feel so 
friendly with England that they hesi- 
tate to sing the ‘Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner’ should go to England and sing 

Save the King,’ and not bask 
under the sunshine and prosperity of

lands.”’

“Another signature of Gwinnett’s, at-

gia,and taken from the capitol about 
15 years ago, it is thought, is expect- 
ed to be recovered for the state 
through the efforts of Attorney Gen-

“This paper, the original will of Jo- 
seph Stanley, of Savannah, was wit- 
nessed by Gwinnett in 1770 and be- 
longs to this department with the other 
wills of the colonial period.

Calling attention to the 150th an- 
niversary of American Independence 
Senator Heflin charged that “the bal- 
lot had been bartered and the voters 
corrupted for a seat in the United 


primary. 

“What aud Thomas Jefferson, 
Madison, Washington and Patrick 
Henry think of the state of Pennsyl- 
vania?’ he asked. He described the 
Illinois primary as a purchase of a 
senate seat just as “a seat on the 
stock. or grain exchanges would be 
purchased. ”* He was; interrupted by 
Senator Reed, who asked: 

“Will the senator tell me why, of 

1,143,000 citizens in Alabama over 
21 years of age, only 150,000 were 
permitted to vote in the election 
which sent the senator here?” 

Grandfather Clause. 

Senator Heflin replied that the con- 
stitution of Alabama, which he had 
helped to write in 1901 contained 
educational and good character quali- 
fications, and a grandfather clause for 
prospective voters. . This constitution 
he added, had been upheld by the 
supreme ‘court. 

“Does the senator mean,” asked 
Senator Reed, “that only 10 per cent 
of the population of his state has 
good character, is educated and has 
grandfathers?” 

“It ill becomes the senator from 
| Pennsylvania to question the good 
character of the citizens of Alabama,” 
replied Heflin, and again Addressing 
ithe chamber continued: 

“The throne of Rome was sold for 
a million and a half dollars but we 
see here in Pennsylvania one seat in 
the senate being sold for $3.000,000. 
It is time for the honest people to rise 
up and save the senate-from becoming 
a millionaires’ club.” 

“What will the other 90 per cent of 
the people in Alabama do?” pursued 
Senator Reed. “They are not even 
allowed to vote. Will they rise up 
or stay trampled?” 

“In your state they will be put in 
the penitentiary,” retorted the Ala- 
bama serftor. 

In supporting his amendment, Sen- 
ator Reed declared it was just as hon- 
orable to go out and buy votes, if that 
has been done, as it was to prevent 
voters from exercising their rights at 
th: polls by grandfather clauses: and 
other measures which he said was 
practiced in the south. 

Finally the whole question was re- 
ferred to a subcommittee with in- 
structions to consider both the Neely 
and La Follette resolutions and re- 
port baek to the full committee.
